Lormany, Diitenherg put his ex- 
peri enee as a goldsmith and en- 
graver lo advaiitaire and j>rodueed 
the first ^^niovalfie^' type, lie eut 
letter patterns on small steel rods 
— pitfriaji, dies were then made

Til la'iug you piciun^s ami im 
iunimtimi for this story we visited 
si^veral fuiul sho|>s as well ns tlie 
work rooms of The Etmiiuj 
Wasliiimloirs oldest news|»aper. 
The eom posing room of a ilaily 
newspaper is the Imsiest [>hN'e you 
enu iinagim' — there is constant 
rush to heat ilemlliiies, get (*opy 
set in type, prmif read, loi'ked in 
chases and rt‘ad,v to print. We were 
deeply im|iressed with the skill 
and priausioii with wliieli tlie mem- 
liers of the International Typo- 
graphical rnion were earrying out 
their iluties ami the swiftness ami 
a ecu racy with which tliey ran the 
linotype machines and madi^ tip 
jaiges of type romly for the presses. 

Ileres Mie procedure. In the 
En Hi it ft Star eom posing room, 
eofiy from the eiUlorial desks is 
luouglil hy copy runners or hy 
pmumiatie lulie to the desk of the 
cotn posing room fnrcmaiL Me cuts 
the ca]iy fiml divides it among the 
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workmen in order to y:et it into 
type in the shorten?! spore of time* 
The r(iiti(HJsitoj'^i set I lie type oil 
the linotypes ns exiiliiinerl nlinve. 
However there is some Jypt'— fui‘ 
headlines, speeial copy, ete., that

Some of the printers set type 
on a tmiehim' known as a mono- 
type, It has a keyboard similar 
to that of the linotytie.

When the inoimty[je 
easier mini |»lae*^ the jierforaled 
rihhon of papi'r into a eastimr tmi- 
eliim\ the holes operati* maehinery 
that easts c^aeh letter indiviihially 
and imlomal ieally asstnnhles them 
ill 4*orn*t't ordt r in the ualley.

These grmijTs were organized as 
rratenml and benevolent soeieties, 
but iilsu tl■ansMeled tlie usual 
Imsiiiess tjf the craft. 

TItc movement spread raindly 
to other parts of the country and 
thcM' ^H'ielies lieeaine real hrolher^ 
hood tjrganiztitions* Their frater- 
nal featiU'es inelm h*d burial funds, 
thmrieial aid lo llie sick, jobs for 
iinemjiloyed or traveling printers, 
and voluntary aid in ease of strike 
i»r loek(jn1.

Want to do Sfimcthing different to 
your front door?

Massachusetts Features 
Central Labor Exhibit 

L. U. 7, Sri(IN(JI'’IELl). MASS — 

Every year, about a half mi 11 ton peo- 
ple, from all walks of life, attend the 
Kiistern States Exposition at West 
Springfield, Massachusetts, during the 
third week of September, to see the 
largest fair in the East, and one that 
ranks with the best in the nation. 

Five of the six New Engtand Stiiles 
hiLve erected their own permanent ex- 
hibit building on the ExpoHltion 
grounds. This year, the State nf Mas- 
sachusetts, invited the Springfield 
Ontral Labor Union to put on an ex- 
hibition in one wing of the Massachu- 
setts building. The theme used Lif 
this exhibit was the apprenticeship 
iraining program. Local 7 contributed 
its share — contrasting the old ami new 
wiring methods, with displays of ap- 
proved methods and those that are 
condemned.

An Exposition of this size, creates 
t tmsiderable work each year for Local 
No. 7 men, wiring the various tlis- 
plnys.

List Dangers of 
Federal Ownership 

h. r. i;i7, A I, BAX y, X. Y.— r am for- 

warding a copy of the appeal which 
was prosonted to the membership of 
Local Union 137, for the purpose of 
pointing out the dangers of Gov'^ern- 
ment-ope rated power developments. 

International Vico Presldeot Joseph 
W. Liggett has reviewed this appeal, 
and suggested that we reciuest the 
editor of the Journal to re-print this 
information in our montlily JontxAT,, 
so that more field support could be 
realized. 

Jl: 

Our companies have been working 
and living with Niagara Falls for 50 
years. Now the plans for Federal, 
State ami private ilevelopment of 
power, are all about the same; ejrrvpt 
we do not mar the scenic beauty; wc 
do the job with a lower investment of 
capital and it is a project of free 
enterprise. We do not rely on the 
socialistic squandering of tax-payers 
immies. 

The beauty of the falls must be pre- 
served by treaty. There was nev'er 
any need for any of the three bills; 
The government and the people are 
fully protected by the Law of the 
Fcileral Water Power act. 

We hoar the political loose expres- 
sion “Power Grab." There is not an 
ounce of tmth in this expression. We 
are regulated, and your interest is 
fully protected, by our New York 
State Public Service Commission.

The water wc use, we pay for and 
at Adams and the Scboellkoph sta* 
tions, the water cost us $2,00(^000 per 
yea r. 

On the Niagar,a <ie%*elopment, there 
is no problem of irrigation, navigation, 
or fhjod control, tltep juftt do not 
Then why, from all sound and fair 
business practices, should your Gov- 
ernment spend more than $375,00(1,000 
of your tax money to do this job? To 
get an answei’ to this question a 
IkSVCHOLOGlST should be consulted 
on the phobia of those with suppressed 
business desires. 

Pi'ivato enterprise will, in the 
Aim?rlcan ^vay, de^^elop this power 
for $375,000,000 of their own money 
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and at the aame time pay the Govern- 
ment $2:i,UOO,atlU annually in taxes. 

Senator Lt^hmanp when he talks of 
lower mtofip does no with hia tongue 
in hi« eheek, beeaUae the old reliable 
tax*payeri who could he you, will be 
paying the bill. 

If we did not have to pay Fedeial, 
State iind local taxes, we too could 
lo’wcr the rates and then^by accom- 
plish that, which our political oppo* 
nents so lightly promise. 

We have in New York Slate five 
companies ail interconnected* We are 
also connected with Massachusetts, 
New Jersey and IVnnsylvaiua. From 
these fiicts, it is plain to see that 
iminy more people will hehent by our 
distributhiii of the power, if we de- 
velop and distribute it by the good old 
American system of free enterprise. 

Our elected and (dherwtse political 
saviors, have nunie statements indi- 
cating to whom they want to distrib- 
ute this power* 

They lightly talk of selling the 
power to municipalities owning their 
own distribution system k, and to coop- 
eratives. Let us review this for a 
moment, and see how stupid these 
]iromiscs become. 

There are in New York State, 50 
widely separated Municipal owned 
systems. AW 50 of these systems 
serve less than I50,00fr customers. 
Also by the records there are less than 
4,400 coopei-utive customers. If our 
fnends were prope^rly advised of these 
figures, are they then sound business 
men ? 

No one in thefr right mind, or with 
the welfare of our country at heart, 
would ivcomniend a $2T5,tl0(hfi00 tax- 
payer investment lo serve less than 
three percent nf the people in Neiv 
York State. In New Yoj'k *State, we 
have 102 hydro plants and 27 steam 
plants, with a total of 0,000,000 K.W, 
hours. Thirty peivent of this total is 
hydi'o- generated, 70 percent this 
great total is steam gener^ati*d. 

We now have under ermst ruction 
2,000,(MH» K.W. most of which is steam 
genenrted* and it W'ill he in seiwice, 
before the Niagara proposi-^i develop- 
nieiil is started. 

If M^e arid the K.W. of 

Niagara to our 8,000,0(111 K,W. it will 
be an increase of only 14 percent, and 
with the power plants planned, but not 
yet umler construction, the 14 percent 
of Niagnm Falls pmjf?<’t f<>r power 
will shrink considerably* 

These facts do not minimia^ the 
importance of Ntagani Falls, it is 
greatly m^^ded for civilian and mill- 
tai'y production. 

Private plans can have the first 
units in operation in approximately 3 
years, ami the whole pnijecl com- 
pleted ill b yeiU K. 

Army engineers will take about 2 
years longer tf* crimplete the same ob- 
jective. Our saving in time is now 
very important due to the increascfl 
need of war material. 


The 6 companies that want to con- 
struct and operate the Niagara de- 
velopmentj have for the year of 1JJ50, 
sold 2fi|()00J)00,rNHI K.W. hours and 
paid amiualy in taxes 
annual pay-roll of $ 182,000,000; em- 
ployment for 40,000 peopli!. The com- 
panies have 250,000 stock holders. 
These companies have mil linns of in- 
vestors through savings accounts, in- 
surance, and thost' interested in pen- 
sion funds. 

These 5 companies are willing to 
form a company that will build tlie 
Niagara development without cost to 
the taxpayer. 

Also very important tn the Hrolher- 
hood membership \n the fart, that with 
privatt* enterprise developmentp we as 
union employes of these 5 companies, 
will continue to enjoy (he American 
prlvUege of being able lo lake our 
places, like free men at crdlectivc bar- 
gaining, and not iis (lovernmenl 
robots. 

Many of you Hruthers, who have 
served in the armed forces, have found 
how futile it is to argue with a top- 
sergeant or captain. Take this, weigh 
itj and then make your decifiion. 

I for one do not want our union 
to be opeiiited, (hrtTted or ignored by 
the OoveiTTnient. 

First I wish tii make a request of 
all the Brothers present. 'Fake ii post- 
card, and write lo your congressman 
instimcting him that yim want the 
free enterprise system Ui remain in 
existence, and ask him lo vote for the 
Cape ha it- Miller bill. 

Second we all know what it is like 
to be without ti job, and what can lx* 
more pitiful than a mufi who has 
worked for n com puny for u number 
of years, and some morning wakcH up 
to find out that he is unemployed. 

Finally let us prevent strangulation 
of our BroiherhfHid with the propi»s*‘d 
go%'^ernnienl noosi'.

Present Day Bargaining 

Criticized as Soft 

L. V. 230 . VirrOKlA, H. C„ C AN- 
.\n.\ — In recent yeai*?!, trade* unions 
seem to have In^come very slei*eotype<l 
in their dealings with employers. A 
pattern for negoiuitions has been 
evolved that generally results in a 
compromise through which the em- 
ployer gains 50 cents for every nickel 
that we gain. 

With difllcuU employers we use ar- 
bitration or conciliation. Use of nrbj- 
imtitm means that we tempmiirily 
surrender our rights as a trade union, 
while with conciluition we seek to ob- 
tain moral support and Justification 
from an outside source before taking 
strike action to gain our objective. 

Results obtained from strike action 
during the past few years are worthy 
of study, especially by those whose 
activities are restneted by the I. C. 
and .A. Act, or its United States coun- 
terpart, the Taft- Hartley Act. Wheth-

From the ocean come salmon, tuna, 
crabs, etc. to feed the riation*s hsh 
hungry; and out of the peat hogs 
come c ran berries. I say it last, but 
ceiiainly not the least is the great 
dairy industry with heiais of Jtosey 
COW'S that dot the coastal pasluie 
lands, feeding the hungry mmiths of 
cheese factories as well as of the 
family.

Immediate wage increases, to be 
effective from July 1, range from 
three pertrenl to four percent depend- 
ing on the individujil employe's wage 
brackeL To this is tied a later two 
percent across*! he-board increase in 
wages, pim^iding the Utilities Com* 
mtfisiem issues an order' providing 
local tdephf>ne rales to covet the 
costs of these twii wage hikes. 

Major changes in the annuity (re- 
tirement) program tue the lowering 
of the eligibility age from 30 to 25 
years and the overall Innvasing of 
benefits by about H5 percent, at no 
additional cost to 4‘inployes, 

The c<kinpany anil uriion also agreed 
that all applicants, before they are 
hired, must present a medical certi- 
ficiite showing that they are accept- 
able from a health standpoint, la ad- 
dition, no employe eating less than 
six months texpt-i'ience with the t'om- 
pany will he penuittc'd to work all- 
night tours. 

Clear new definitrona were given 
also on vacation alknvaiiceH, leaves of 
absence xind pay for holidays occur- 
ring immediately after a leave. The 
term of lea VI* fur an employe electi*d 
to office in a local union was raised 
from one to two years. 

Automatic promoUfm to posit ion of 
chief operator's clerk will he filled 
only from employes with at least 
thrcc^ month's service as junior clerks. 
Some libi*ntii7,ation was made in 
transportation. Allowances fur split- 
tour opt*rators ,‘iiid other inirior revi- 
sions concerned posting schedules, 
time of meal perukds, rest periods, 
w^hen meal atiowances an* applicable 
and total overtime pennitti'd.

Colorful halls* bright lights, B|uir- 
klirig tinfk-1 and snow, and the frag- 
rant odor of a Christmas tree, have 
come to be known as a very inifMir* 
(ant part of that joyous season of 
Christmas. In just alwul all the 
homfs throughmit the world, Christ- 
mas morn will dawn and ft ml a tree 
with its branches brightly deco ml ei] 
with lights and ornaments io hail the 
liirth of Our Lord* Tlie King of 
Ki ngs. 

^ Legend tells ns that the first 
Christmas tree was a palm tree 
In ought from Egypt. The 12 |mrU 
of the palm signifying the 12 ajmstles 
of Our Lord. White from other 
sources we trace the first lighteil 
Christmas tree to Martin Luther. The 
story gw»s like llitR, 

While walking through the coun- 
tryside on a slarlil* snowy Christmas 
Eve, LulheCs thoughts turned to the 
Niitivity of the Chnst Child. The 
beauty of the stai's shining fmm the 
heavens and the snow* resting on the 
branches of the trees made such an 
impression on his mind that when 
he returned home, he tri(?d to re* 
capture the beauty of the scene for 
his w'ife* He cut an iwergreen from 
the woods and attachetl candles to its 
branches to repiesent the stars with 
their light glistening on the tree just 
as it had many, many hundred years 
before in Rethlehem when Our 
Saviour was boriu 

In America, Mie first record of a 
trimmed Christmas tree appeared 
around the American devolution, 
when Hessian soldiers w'ho recenlly 
came from Germany decorated a tree 
at Christmas in their native custom. 

The Germans were responsible too 
for introducing the pine Christmas 
trt^e in England, Queen V^ictoria 
'wishing lo please her husband, the 
German Prince AKhtI, had a tree 
brought to the palace each year where 
it was trimmed in the same fashion 
as thiise in AllwrCs homeland. 

The first tree trimmings were just 
tufts of cotton, strings of [»o|)corn 


and cranhernes. fiovrers, foods! ulTs 
and iJajwrr ornaments, but through 
the years this has changed until to- 
flay. the EOth century, we enjoy elec- 
tric lights, tinsel, colored ornaments 
anei a host of other factory- made 
novelties. 

.fust how all the other Christmas 
<lecorations. other than lights, devel- 
opeil is not clear. Tufts of cotton 
and strings of fjopcorii were used on 
trt'es to represent snow, while apples 
and strings of cranberries ad<led 
color. The idea of decorating trees 
%viih foodstulTa such as ham and 
bacon svas probably an outgrowth of 
1) radices of early forest dwellers. 
They would tie their food to tree 
branches in an attempt to keep them 
out of the reach of prowling animals. 
Ancient people alsfi worshipper! trees 
and in paying tribute and offering 
sacrifices they often tied gifts of 
ffWKi to the branches. Because gi\dng 
W'as a trait of the Christians, the 
tree was the '^Christian tree’* or as 
we know it, the Christmas tn?e, 

Pi-oni this ancient custom has 
evolvetl a “many million dollar busi- 
ness, ** for w’hich the Christmas tree 
has (jeen resfjonsihle. 

Privately owned lands are the 
sourci^ of 87 pcrrceni of the 21 *4 
million trees har%^ested each year 
with the remaining 13 percent cut 
from public lands, either o\vned by 
Eederal Government* slate or county. 
Natural wooded areas or pasture 
lands [imvide our nation with 1)3 
percent of Its Christmas trees while 
the remaining seven percent, yielding 
a(>out I 'ii million trees annually, 
come from plantations. There are 
a]>|)roximatety 100,000 acres now 
planted for the single purpose of 
growing Christmas trees. 

The total number of Christmas 
trees dislnbute<i in the United States 
is iihout 30 million and of this num* 
Imm', nine million were shipped from 
Canada in lOol. pmviding a 20 mil- 
lion-dollar wholesale business or a 
hthmillton dollar retail business.

T his year* 1952* marks the 1 00th Anniversary of the Founding of the Interna- 
iional Typographical Union, and more than I00«000 active journeymen and 
apprentice members in BOO local unions have helped to celebrate the 
jubilee year* 

It was on May 5, 1852 that the printers of this country formed what is now the 
International Typographical Un?on^ for the *Velief and benefit of the printing craft/' 
And the Typographical Union has not only promoted fair working conditions, fair 
wages and fair standards of living for its own members, but as a predecessor to the 
majority of our unions and to the Arnerican Federation of Labor and a staunch de- 
fender of the rights of all workers through the years, it has done much to establish 
those conditions for others* 

In 1850 the first national convention of typographical unions was held in New 
York City, And from this convention and resolutions adopted there, the National 
Typographical Union came into being in May of 1852, 

Woodruff Randolph, president, and Don Hurd, secretary-treasurer, are the two 
top officers of this progressive union. They with three vice presidents compose the 
union's Executive Council, serving a two-year term.
